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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


A TOUR OF EUROPE BY AUTOMOBILE 
Rome, May 4, 1929.—Our party left Venice on May Ist 
for Florence, an all-day drive over the Apennines, including 
some very high passes. We stopped at Bologna for lunch, 
then visited the Poor Clare Monastery, where St. Catharine 
of Bologna lived and labored, and where her whole body, in 
a sitting posture, clothed in her religious robes, is preserved 
intact after a lapse of more than seven hundred years. The 
party was privileged to kneel before her and kiss her feet. 
On Thursday morning, May 2, the Bishop left the party 
for two days, taking a fast train for Rome. 


While alone in Rome on Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day, the Bishop completed arrangements for his private ad 
limina visit with the Holy Father, and for a second visit 
when his party will have a private audience with the Pope. 

Our hotel is located only half a block from the Church 
of Santa Susanna, placed in charge of the Paulist Fathers 
of New York by Pope Benedict. XV, on January 1, 1922. The 
late Cardinal Bonzano was Titular of this church until his 
death in the fall of 1927. 


Cardinal O'Connell, of Boston, arrived in Rome a few. 
days ago with 260 pilgrims and registered at our hotel. To- 
morrow (Sunday) he wil! say the 9:00 o'clock Mass at Santa 
Susanna and preach a sermon. I have been engaged for a 
sermon at the’ 10:30 Mass at’this same church. 

Saint Susanna was a Roman maiden, daughter of St. 
Gabinus, and a near relative of Emperor Diocletian. She 
was martyred in her father’s house on the site of the church 
which bears her name, in the year 290. Her death was in- 
flicted at the order of the Emperor when she refused to 
break her vow of virginity and marry his adopted son. In 
the same vear her uncle, Pope Caius, converted her house 
into a chapel. Four hundred years later, Sergius I built a 
church over this chapel. Leo III rebuilt it in the year 796, 
and held in it an important meeting with Charlemagne, who 
enriched it with many gifts. The church was repaired in 
1475 by Pope Sixtus V, and restored in its present-day con- 
dition tm 1595. 

Recent excavations under the church have brought to 
light many ’ the house of Saint Susanna, such 
as interesting fragments of frescoes and of mosaic pavement,

Formerly 
the brothers might be seen, carrying 
their covered stretchers, or acting as 
pall bearers at funerals, but nowa- 
days their equipment thoroughly 
modern, their ambulances being great 
grey automobiles with uniformed 
drivers, the brothers on duty riding 
inside with the patient or the corpse 
as the case may be. Whenever one of | 
these great grey cars comes through 
the busy streets the pedestrians stop, 
the men take off their hats, the wo- 
men bless themselves. The stretcher 
bearers may be a nobleman, a college 
professor, a paroled criminal and a™*o- 
ciety man-about-town.

Eleazar was immediately taken to’ 


the place of execution and gave his 
noble soul with heroic fortitude. He 
made public profession of his faith in 
the Almighty God, and left an exam- 
ple not only to his fellow citizens but 
to the world for all time to come. 
During this time the holy temple at 
| Jerusalem was defiled and the Chesen 
People, weakened by their sins and 
neglect of religion, easily obeyed the 
commands of the pagan Eniperor An- 
tiochus.

The second part, beginning with 
the words, “Benedictus” “Bless- 
ed”’, is taken from the words of 
praise with which the Jews 

raised Jesus when He entered 
Jerusalem on that first Palm 
Sunday. 

It is quite simple for us to 
see why we should enter into the 
spirit of this hymn of praise to 
God. He is about to come down 
ve the altar and we sing Holy 
Holy Holy. He is coming to en- 
ter triumphantly into our hearts 
and souls in Holy Communion 
and we sing “Blessed is He that 
cometh in the Name of the 
Lord.”
